ing the public lands was bad enough ; 
but when it attacks th at party in the 
past for doing away with the National 
Bank of Biddle and his confreres, it 
commits a still m ore egregious blun­ 
der. It is again leagues away from 
*Bound sense when It finds fault with 
the Democracy of to-day because it 
has changed its policy from that of 
thirty years ago, to suit the new ele­ 
ments of national life. The Tribune, 
like all its kind, is living in the past, 
has its hom e in a grave. 
We are not. 
The Democracy is living in the new 
sunlight of to-day. It is dealing with 
the issues of to-day. 
Protection for 
fraits, wines, brandies and wool; 


h a r b o r im provem ents for our coast; 
silver as currency; irrigation laws; 
the paym ent of the public d e b t; a 


n a v y for w ar, and a m erchant marine 
■v/or peace ; the right of the laborer to 
organize for his own benefit; the 
right of a m an to drink what he likes 
best; the right of a foreign born citi­ 
zen to enjoy all the laws of our com­ 
mon country, are th e issues we are 
contending for just now. 
We had 
almost 
forgotten 
the Republican 
alienation of lands, and the ancient 


There must be good reason for the 
coldness and disaffection in the par­ 
ty. There are many rea'ons for this 
anagonism to Mr. Swift. 
In the first 
place, there is not one good reason 
why any man should cast a vote vote 
for Swift, in preference to Bartlett. 
There is not even the party reason 
that he is a Republican; for that he 
is not. 
So long as the party is for 
Swift, he is for the party. 
W henever 
a party convention has preferred an­ 
other, Swift has been true to himself, 
and has set up his own party. 
He 
lias more than once gone out of the 
convention where he had been a can­ 
didate, and 
bolted his successful 
rival. 
Then he has none of the ele­ 
ments to draw m en to him personally. 
A man who comes before his fellow- 
citizens, and asks them to make him 
Governor of a great State, should 
have some other personal qualifica­ 
tions than that he is a “ sm art law­ 
yer.” 
Swift is not a great lawyer. 
Any claim beyond the fact that he is 
a sm art lawyer could not be set up on 
his behalf. Devoid of generosity, of 
patriotism , of fidelity to the ties of 
friendship, of a large public spirit 
which would lead him to champion 
the people’s cause—devoid of every 
single element of popularity or patri­ 
otism , w hat wonder that he evokes 
no enthusiasm. 


But there are other reasons, and of 
a more important nature, to account 
for the flat failure of the Swift cam ­ 
paign. 
If one were disposed to go 
into 
his social life, there is no 
probability that there could be un­ 
earthed a single fleck upon his name. 
Pure, clean, respectable, even above 
the average, he seems to be. 
Were 
it otherwise we would not be disposed 
to moke a point on it. Other candi­ 
date* on the ticket are not so fortun­ 
ate ; 
but so far 
the 
Democratic 
press of the State 
has left the 
unsavory job of digging into social 
dunghilks, severely to the press of 
the Republican party. 
It is our 
opinion that the people at large are 
not greatly influenced in the casting 
of their votes by such issues. 
All 
the m asses seem to care to know of a 
m an’s character when he appears for 
public office, is as to his general h ab ­ 
its of sobriety, his ability, his fidel­ 
ity to trusts, and his honesty as to 
financial transactions. 
A man who 
can stand such a test is not unfit for 
office. 


Can Swift stand the test? 
Appar­ 
ently not. 
Deprecating as we do 
personal journalism, all sensational 
raking into the strictly private social 
life of m en and their family affairs, 
these other questions are such as the 
people are directly interested in, and 
such as they will be influenced in 
their votes by. 
They are facts on 
which tiie election will turn, outside 
of the purely party questions. They 
are facts which, according to their 
enormity, will outweigh all party con­ 
siderations in the mind of the aver­ 
age voter. 


Outside of his political infidelity, 
which is left to be m ore properly 
dealt with by his own party, the first 
really flagrant dereliction to public 
interest we would note is the notori­ 
ous “ fec-grab,” whereby ho got $30,­ 
000 out of the city treasury of San 
Francisco. The facta are : That city 
h ad a suit with the Spring Valley 
W ater Company for taxes that cor­ 
poration refused to pay, the w ater 
company setting up a counter claim 
to pay for water used for municipal 
purposes, which, by the Ensign act, 
the city should have free. 
Wliile the 
suit was pending Swift volunteered 
his services on the part oí the city as 
assistant counsel. 
He was allowed 
to act. 
When 
the m atter was 
brought alm ost to a successful issue 
this volunteer counsel put in a claim 
for a fee of $30,000. 
Ho could not 
get it; but years after, when a mem­ 
ber of the A ssem bly, by his own per­ 
sonal efTorts he had a bill passed to 
pay himself this money. 


The defense set up by Swift to jus­ 
tify this is that there is a contract on 
the books of the Supervisors by 
which he waft to be allowed this fee. 
F. A. Gibbs, a m em ber of the Board, 
vouches for the genuineness of the 


contraot. 
What does this defense 
amount to? The contract never was 
signed. 
The matter of the fee was 
never before the Board until fully 
| three years after Swift volunteered his 
services. 
Then he failed to get the 
contract signed by the Board. 
That 
he had volunteered his services, and 
for nothing, h ii own words prove. 
He wrote as follows to the Bulletin 
under date March 1, 1877 : 
“ Four years ago my attontion was 
called to the fact that proceedings 
were on the very point of being con­ 
summated whereby this clear right of 
the city to free water, under the E n­ 
sign act, was being abandoned and 
f;iven up. 
My informant had former- 
y been Mayor of the city (MeCop- 
pin) and thoroughly understood the 
case, but, not being a lawyer, could 
do nothing to prevent it. 
He con­ 
vinced me that a great public wrong 
was about to be perpetrated, and I 
came forward a* a volunteer counsel 
and stopped the scheme, insisting that 
it was time enough to surrender the 
citv’s rights when the Supreme Court 
should finally compel it to be done. 
That I did so, is to me now, awl has 
long been a matter of sincere regret. 
" A t for the expense, I hare no 
claims upon the city except such as the 
merits of my services may have on the 
public conscience 
In spite of that, he got into the 
next Legislature and obtained $5000 
as his fee, signing a receipt in full of 
all demands against the city. 
In the 
next session ho got through a bill for 
$25,000 more. 
These facts have never 
been denied. The only defense set up 
in the premises is tho contract with 
the Supervisors, which is on their 
minutes, but not signed. 


One year 
later John F. Swift 
got 
a 
clause 
inserted 
in 
the 
new 
Constitution 
whereby 
the 
Ensign 
act 
was 
annulled, 
and 
since 1880 the city has had to pay for 
its water. 


The next serious attack made on 
Swift’s integrity is found in the lot 
whereon 
his 
home now stands. 
Many years ago, it is notorious that 
a man named Thompson erected a 
house, on a street known as Colum­ 
bia, running west from Valencia, in 
the city of San Francisco. 
After a 
bit he sold this 
house to Swift. 
The 
Republican 
candidate 
for 
Governor of this great State is a law­ 
yer. It is claimed that he is a good 
one. lie is probably quite able to 
search a title. 
He purchased the 
Thompson house in the street. 
He 
has ever since kept, the neighborhood 
in a turmoil about it. A narrow al­ 
ley has been left for the public, just 
north of and alongside of M r. Swift’s 
handsome house. 
This he attem pted 
to dose a few weeks ago, but one of 
the property holders behind him , who 
has been suffering wrong for years, 
broke the fence down in Mr. Swift’s 
presence, and the astute lawyer made 
no remonstrance. 
Fifteen years af­ 
ter he got possession of th e property, 
he log-rolled a petition through a 
subservient Board of 
Supervisors 
whereby he got a city deed to the 
street. 
These facts have never' been 
denied. 


The last attack on Swift’s honesty 
is in the following dispatch sent to 
the press of the State by the associat­ 
ed press: 


F r e s n o , September 30.— The m oth­ 
er and half-brother of John F. Swift, 
Republican nominee for Governor, 
reside in this county. They have 
lived in abject poverty though they 
have always claimed that when the 
father died they were left a sum of 
money sufficient to have kept them 
in good circumstances, but that the 
half-brother, John F. Swift, who was 
left as guardian of the estate, had de­ 
frauded them of the property and 
subsequently claimed that his obli­ 
gations to them had expired by legal 
limitation. 
When Hon. Chancellor H artson of 
Napa was here before the tim e of the 
meeting of the Republican State Con­ 
vention, his attention was directed to 
the m atter, and it was brought before 
the State Central Committee. Since 
then Mr. Swift has sent agents here 
to compromise with his relatives, and 
to-day checks for $1200 w ere receiv­ 
ed by his relatives in settlem ent of 
the claim. 
A weak attem pt was m ade to deny 
this at first, h u t the Fresno Ex­ 
positor has taken the trouble to inter­ 
view Mr. Swift’s brother who corrob­ 
orates every statem ent in the dis­ 
patch. The affidavit of the Central 
Committee, or of H artson, or the 
disproving of the check, are all easily 
obtained. 
U ntil something better 
than an attem pt to laugh it off is 
forthcoming, the people will believe 
the statem ents to be true. 


As a member of the Legislature he 
voted against the eight-liour law on 
public works. As such he also voted 
against the bill to increase the salar­ 
ies of the San Francisco police force. 
As regent of the State University he 
refused to loan the funds of that in­ 
stitution on any property outside of 
San Francisco. 
The other regonts 
out voted him, and that money has 
made broad stretches of desert in the 
San Joaquin valley hlosom as the 
rose. It was used in bringing water 
from the streams to fertilize the val­ 
ley. 


These matters are notorious to the 
people of the State. 
They fudy ac­ 
count for the apathy of the party. 
They will prove more than enough to 
burry Swift under a storm of votes 
next November.
